country, while the proposed ordinance 
jxmnits of a rate for gas absurdly high.

outrages except that “there are too 
many foreign affairs in this country.”

Mrs. Andrews, wifo of one of the An­ 
drews brothers, was burned to death 
together with her maid. Several others 
were badly injured. 
The company was traveling on a spec­ 
ial and the engine and the cars, except 
the Pullman got over the rail all right, 
but the Pullman jumped the track and 
thoro were strenuous times.

members of the company all right and 
they were provided with clothing and 
were sent on their way. 
Mr. Taylor, who is in the city now, 
was a member of this company and was 
one of the last to get out of the car. 
Yesterday he stated that there was 
nothing that ever stood out so vividly 
in his mind as the N. P. depot here and 
the old Arlington hotel.

Collector of Customs Leech that con­ 
siderably over $250,000 worth of jew­ 
elry and precious stones 
handled by 
Mrs. Chadwick had been traced and 
positively located.

Of this amount 
the government Is directly interested 
in about one-third. 
W hile the govern­ 
ment is attem pting simply to collect 
any unpaid duty on diamonds brought 
from Europe it is asserted that all the 
information secured 
through the in­ 
vestigation will be placed at the dis­ 
posal of Receiver Loeser and that he 
will be able to realize 
thousands of 
dollars for the creditors of the woman. 


Gave Gems to Her Friends. 
The investigation has led to the dis­ 
covery that 
only a small 
portion of 
the precious stones and jewelry was 
put 
tip for collateral 
for the 
loans 
m ade by Mrs. Chadwick and that by 
far the greater portion went as gifts 
to friends and acquaintances. 
Tho regular custom rate of duty on 
diamonds and jewelry brought to this 
country is 14 per cent of the value of 
the goods. 
The government authori­ 
ties expect to realize between $8,000 
and $10,000. 
The rest of the proceeds from the 
sale of any jewelry on which duty has 
not been paid will be turned over to 
Mr. Loeser to be 
distributed among 
the Chadwick creditors. 
It is simply the truth to say Mrs. 
Chadwick has handled pearls, rubies, 
sapphires, em eralds and 
garnets al­ 
most literally by the peek, said a gov­ 
ernment official, testimony by experts 
showing that the woman did not han­ 
dle anything but the finest articles and 
there is scarcely a penny’s worth of 
cheap jewelry in the entire lot that has 
been traced. 
By far the greater por­ 
tion of the jewelry is in the hands of 
innocent persons scattered all over the 
country.

16.—Secretary 
Taft has submitted to the president 
the annual 
report of the 
Philippine 
commission, together 
with the sepa­ 
rate reports to the commission of the 
civil governor of the islands, and of 
the heads of the four departments. 
Tho secretary says in his letter of 
transm ittal to the president that the 
reports show tho great benefit which 
has been conferred upon the islands 
by a continued state 
of tranquility. 
Except in the wild, mountainous re­ 
gions of the unexplored island of Sa­ 
mar, and in the Moro 
region of the 
Rio Grande 
arui Lake T.anao 
in the
